It may seem strange at Urst 
sight, at this time of crista In tiie 
world's hlstoi-y, to speak of the 
Greek schism, and even to present 

it as a live issue and to' connect 
with it the name of out Holy 
I\it'ier Pope BentHlict XV., writes 
Uev, George Calavassy In the April 
ralliollc World. It w^ll seem espe- 
cially strange to those who do not 
realize what religious iind social 
fiuestion.-; mu.st be answered in the 
neai' futur<>. This is precisely the 
time to consider certain problems, 
the solution of which is of the ut- 
niost importance In view of th; 
great mission which awaits Chris- 
tianity after this gigantic struggle 
of nations and peoples. Benedict 
XV., upon whose shoulders weighs 
the enormous burden Of responsi- 
bility for the interests of the 
church and Christianity, is more 
than anyone else preoccupied with 
these problems, among which the 
return to unity of the Greek church, 
with its more than one hundred 
tiiilllDns of adherents. Is of ver>' 
L'reat importance. 

The Greek church of today, with 
Its one hundred and ten or more 
millions of adherents, is divided 
into several autocephalous and in- 
dependent churches, sueh as tbe 
Rusriui chufob, the Church of the 
Kingdom of Oreee, the Church of 
Cyprus, the Bulgarian, Rumanian, 
ServlMi and Montenegrin churches, 
and the Patriarchates of Constan- 
tinople, Alexandria. Antioob and 
Jerusalem. With the exception of 
the I'atinarc hale.'i. all the other na- 
tional churclies are unveriied by a 
Synod under Die coniiol 'ii the Gov- 
ernment and independi ntly of ev- 
ery other church, so that every 
church is so closely connected with 
the State that It serves as the most 
powerful Instrument Of the State for 
the preservaion of national tradi- 
tions and the realisation of its as- 
pirations. Inasmuoh as the asptrja- 
tlons of alt these national ehnrehea 
are extremely opposed ^o one an- 
other and continually in conflict 
with one another, it will be readily 
understood that It would be too 
much to expei l the return to unity 
of the whole Greek church in a 
bod> .
